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SCHOOL LIBRARY PROBLEMS CLINIC 


As a basis for a working list of topics to be considered at the school li- 
brary problems clinic on Friday afternoon, members earlier had been asked to mail 
in questions or topics which they considered troublesome, A list of those topics 
was compiled and distributed to the members present at the conference, The mem- 
bers of each group chose from that list various topics which they particularly 
wished discussed, The topics and the discussion as recorded by the secretary of 
each group are given here:

Should they be open 
every period?

Instruction in use of books and libraries helps pupils to work inde= 
pendently and require less attention from the librarian,

This problem may be par- 
tially met by having teachers bring classes to the library where teacher 
and librarian can work together in helping pupils of all abilities on an 
individual basis, Our librarians may take material to classes, or she may 
make up separate shelves for individual classes. 
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5. How may the fiumber of volumes in the collection be increased if there is 
little money available? 
a. Submit a list of needed materials that someone in school or rr 
may be willing to contribute, 
b. Work for larger budget by making library worthy of notice, 
c. Secure money through sales of various kinds: Book fairs, Old news- 
papers and magazines, Magazine subscription drive.

CHAMPION AND HARVEY LIBRARIES MERGE . 


In the spring of 1951 it was necessary ‘to pack all of the Harvey “books (about 
6,000) because the old ‘quarters were.being made over into a suite of offices, Li- 
brary Board members and their families and students from study halls collected 
boxes for about six weeks, The Champion and Harvey Library Board members packed 
the books, labeling each box carefully. By October these boxes of books had been 
stored in three different places, due to the badidang program. 


Most of. the faculty and student ‘body had a part in the unpacking, come Novem 
ber, The Champion books were carried to the new library by the physical education 
classes, The Latin classes helped unpack the Harvey books and take inventory. A 
epecial reading class arranged the periodical reference material in the workroom. 
A current history class processed the new periodicals, The current English class 
" pevised the college catalog files, Patience was supplied by the administrators 
for all the distractions during the moving period; by the faculty for allowing the 
students to come late to class after working a period in the library (no bells); 
and by the electricians for allowing us to run over their tools and under their 
ladders to do our work while they put up light fixtures, Our chief morale boosters 
were those of the faculty and students who would gladly have helped, could we have 
used so many, but who stayed calmly on the sidelines so work could be progressed,
